MORE AND MORE MYSTERY. 

A year or two ago the country was 
informed through the agency of the 
press (not to eall it press agency) 
that a nation-wide investigation or a 
coordinated study of the cri \..s to be 
carried on by the United States pub- 
lic health service (the health bureau 
in the federal treasury department) 
and the American medical association 
and divers and sundry other authori- 
tative or official medical organiza- 
tions, only the press agents didn't call 
it the cri—a press agent would soon 
lose his job if he were as definite as 
that—they called it “the common 
cold.” Every well misinformed citizen 
knows precisely what a “common 
cold” is—theugh no one can be per- 
suaded to define it. That's why it is 
called “common.” It is like “com- 
mon knowledge’—generally knowl- 
edge in the Billings sense. 

Beginning alphabetically—as it 
seems to me—they’re now offering 
the publie the “facts.” Dr. Isaae 
Arthur Abt, a pediafrist of high 
standing, recently submitted a report 
on a study of the cause of alleged 
“eolds’ made for the Gorgas Me- 
morial institute, in which he said: 
“It is obvious that if the causes were 


Chill- 
ing and atmospheric conditions” (mys- 
terious touch—Ed.) “may be as- 
sumed to play an important part.” 
In other words, you may assume such

As every one knows, Governor 


Walker hts called an extra session 
of the general assembly to meet on 
February 24 to consider pensions, 
permanent roads and the development 
of the state system of education. A 
bond issue to aid in building rural 
consolidated schoolhouses, to bring 
state school funds up to date and to 
enlarge the university and _ its 
branches will be considered. Plans 
to complete the paved road system 
of Georgia as rapidly as possible will 
be proposed. The payment of over- 
due authorized pensions to Confed- 
erate soldiers must be provided for. 
Now is the time for all Georgians to 
sink individual differences, petty poli- 
tics, jealousies, and rise to the 
heights of real statesmanship and 
back the governor and general assem- 
bly in a business plan that will pull 
Georgia out of the mud and into the 
light of equal educational opportun- 
ity for all its citizens, the peer of 
that offered by any of its sister 
states. Roads and schools and col- 
leges are all a part of one big de- 
velopment and may properly be con- 
sidered together te provided for. 
The general assembly need not fear 
to trust the people in this matter.

This has not been paid. so a 
debt, in a way. of over $2,000,000 
has accumulated and should be met. 

The south rightly pays its part of 
the federal pensions, receives prac- 


tically none of it back in this section 


and must also raise funds to aid those 
who fought on the Confederate side. 
This she gladly does but at the same 
time this has given her less available 
funds for other purposes. 


The present remarkable develop- 
ment in the south will soon enable 
her to adequately meet all’ her obli- 
ration. Florida and North Carolina 
ave led the way and Georgia will 
come next when the general assembly 
speaks in March. f

New York, February 15.—(4)—The 
nation, through New York, today

New York, February 15.—Charley 
Hoff, of Norway, has challenged Har- 
old M. Osborne, of the Illinois A. C., 
to an all around: athletic duel, includ- 
ing six or seven track and field events. 

If the spectacled high jump cham- 
pion accepts, the competition will take 


place at the Knights of Columbus 
games here March 16. 

Life for Hoff lately has been just 
one new pole vault record after an- 
other, and he is looking for a chance 
to prove his prowess at other events. 
Osborne won the high jump and the 
decathlon at the 1924 Olympic games, 
and, with the possible exception of 
Plansky, of Georgetown, is recognized 
as the best all around performer in 
the United States.
